rails will help prevent tramping and 
crushing of the (ittle pigs. 

When the sow becomes hungry 
after farrowing, she may be given a 
little warm thin slop, containing oat 
chop and bran, after which the regu- 
lar nursing feed may be introduced 
and gradually increased over 1 period 
of several days, to all the sow can 
eat in two or three feeds daily. A 
good nursing ration consists of 
equal parts oat ‘chop and _ shorts, 
supplemented with 3 pounds of skim- 
milk per pound of meal, or .10 per 
cent of tankage and a little bran is 
available. 

If a little sweet skim-milk with 
sifted oat chop, shorts, etc., are pro- 
vided for the little pigs in a creep 
they will learn to feed at am early 
age and receive no setback at wean- 
ing. Castration should be attended to 
when the pigs are four to six weeks 
of age so that they will be healed 
before weaning. Weaning is generai- 
‘y advisable at six to eight weeks. 
Sows and litters handled as outlined 
above at the Experimental Farm, In- 
dian Head, Saskatchewan, have in- 
variably given good results.

Unless retarded 
by disease the pig will produce mor¢ 
meat from one hundred pounds of 
feed than .any other farm animalh 
Unfortunately swine are subject to a 
considerable number and variety of 
diseases, some of which will spread 
rapidly through the herd and cause 
a high montality if some strict 
methods are -not adopted for their 
pravention and control... Disease, 
probably more than any other factor 
is responsible for the lange number 
of poorly finished and too old, low 
quality hogs which are marketed 
each year. ;

argue that the winters may have 
varied in temperature to account for 
the difference. From the first of De- 
cember-to the end of January this 
winter, there were some two thou- 
sand four hundred more miles of 
wind than in the previous season. In 
addition, for the same period this 
winter, the average temperature was 
nine degrees colder. The saving in 
fuel was therefore made in a colder 
winter because of the insulation used.

If the vege- 
tables can be baked or cooked in a 
waterless cooker, so much the bet- 
ter. ; 
A good safe way to make sure of 
an all-round diet is as follows: Spend 
as much on milk, cheese and’ other 
milk products as you spend on meat,

Canadian GardenService 


In planning any new garden 0} 
.changes in an existingo ne, euthor- 
ities adivocate keeping the following 
three points in mind: 

1—Time of Blooming 
2—Color of flower 
3—Height of plant 

With this information then it is a 
simple matter to lay out grounds or 
a flower bed in advance. Such in- 
fonmation is usually available in any 


good seed catalogue or in special | 
government bulletins that are ee 


able for the asking. With it even the 
amateur can develop a garden which 
will be in qontinuous bloom from 
early June until frost and in which 
various plants will blend together 
both in height and in coloring. 

This simplified scheme does not 
confine itself to ordinary flowers, 
but should also be used, according 
to the experts, in haying out shrub- 
bery. It may not be generally known 
that there is a wide: range of flower- 
ing shrubs suitable for almost any 
part of Canada. These’ range in 
height from something that can be 
used as a small screen or hedge 
about sewer breather pipes to one 
that will replace the tallest spite 
fence, in so doing will be a vast im- 
provement on any unsightly erec- 
tion of brick or board. The writer 
is not trying to advocate anything 
in the nature of a spite fence, how- 
ever, but he, along with many other 
Canadians does favor a certain 
amount of seclusion for back gard- 
ens wherein the fortunate owner may 
take tea with his family or where 
children can digport themselves on 
hot days in safety and privacy. 

On Pruning 

March until June is considered the 
best season for pruning but there 
are a few specific exceptions. Most 
of these are the early blooming 
shrubs. These should be left until 
after blooming. Grapes must be 
pruned early in March to avoid ex- 
cessive bleeding. Raspberries are 
pruned afiter.the crop has been pro- 
duced and then all the year old 
canes are removed, leaving only the 
new shoots.

Justice Holmes, who resign at. 
68 and lived for four years longer, | 
is the only one who has taken ad- 
vantage of this law in recent years— 
and he refused to take his pension. 
One reason why aothers have no®% 
done so is that their work on the 
Bench is so integral a part of their 
lives that they do not like to give it 
up and go into enforced idleness so 
long as they are still able to penform 
their judicial duties, 
. Another, though probably a tess 
compellirig: reason why Supreme 
Court Justices retain their seats 
‘when they. could resign, is that their 
pensions would ibe subject to income 
tax, which their salaries are not., 
; ‘ Always a Member 

The retirement.bil permits any 
Justice to retire from active service 
on the Bench at or after 70, but he 


is stiii a member of the Court, as a | 


retired officer of the Army, and 
could ‘be called upon for special duty 
at any time, His life tenure is not 
impatired by the bill, nor his salary 
reduced in any way. 

The.original purpose of the bill, 
which has been considered by previ- 
ous Congresses, was to extend to the 
privilege now enjoyed by judges in 
Supreme Court the same retirement 
privilege now enjoyed in the lower 
Federal courts. Ajpparently the pur- 
pose back of the present revival of 
the plan, however, is to make it 
easier and more attractive. to some 
of the older Justices to retire now 
and so create vacancies in the Court 
which the.President could fill with 
younger men. 

Flood—Dust—Reclamation 

Next ‘to the Supreme Court issue, 
Washingiton’s imterest is centering 
upon the extensive projects of flood 
control, desert reclamation and soil 
conservation, which are taking con- 
crete form. 


The reclamation project, initerest 
in which has been stimulated by the 
recent recurrence of dust storms in 
Oklahoma, outlines a long-range 
regional project taking in all or 
parts of ten states. 

(The Federal Government, the 
state governments and local author{; 
ties in these ten states would co 
operate to put. several million acres 

‘|}baick into grass and develop thods 
of protecting settlers on the tillable 
lands of the region and providing 
financial assistance to such as might 
need it. 

Relief of sufferers from the Ohio 
| Mississippi floods comes ahead of 
projects for the prevention of future 
floods. Due to the fact that so much’ 
of the $790,000,000 just appropriated 
for the W-P.A. . and other relief 
agencies will be needed for imme- 
diate relief work in those river val- 
leys, Relief Administrator Hanry 
Hopkins has asked Congress for an- 
other $200,000,000, which he will 
doubtless giec. 

“Disaster Corporation” Loans 

Congress also passed and the 
President has approved a bill creat- 
ing the “Disaster Corporation,” au- 
thorized to lend up to 20 million 
dollars to dlood sufferers, who can- 
not obtain sufficient credit from or- 
dinary channels for rebuilding their 
homes, shops, farms and factories. 
The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration is to supply the capital 

The Administration’s agricultural 
proposals, aS now shaped up, include 
five major projects in the interest of 
agriculture. One is continuance of 
the soil conservation subsidy plan, 
estimated to distribute an annual 
benefit of 500 million dollars with 
langer subsidies in times of crops. 

Plans are also about matured on 
new legislation for stronger volun- 
tary and compulsory production con- 
trol than was called for in the orig- 
inal AAA, 

A third proposal is an enilanged 
crop insurance plan, to protect far- 
mers against the hazards of weather 
and insects, with the cost of insur- 
ance borne partly by general tax- 
altion. 

Fourth is an entirely new project 
for cash and credit advances to in- 
dividual tenant farmers who wani td 
work their way from tenancy tc 
fanm. ownership. The fifth ig a broad 
system of price-fixing loans on ma- 
jor crops, coupled with government- 
financed storage of sunplus commod- 
ities, 

Those are the elements of the 
completely integrated agricultural 
program which was worked cut and 
unanimously approved at the con- 
ference of fifty farm beaders mith 
the Secretary of Agriculture and 
other Administration and Congres- 
sional leaders held here this month. 

No Processing Tax 

The new farm program eliminates 
one Of the major grounds upon 
| which AAA was invalidated by the 
Supreme Court, which held that the 
processing tax for the benefit of | 
farmers was an improper use of the | 
government’s taxing powcr. The new | 
plan would impose no special taxes, | 
taking the necessany funds from thé 
| general revenue instead of putting | 


The t “farmer project has 
‘been on a large scale, There | 
are estimated to be about 3 million 
farmers, scattered all over the na- 
tion, who do not own their land. The 
plan’ proposes to adivance | govern- 
ment funds to the extent of” ten 
million dollars a year to enable ten- 
ants to buy approved farms, which 
would provide for 2,000 or 2,500 fat- 
mers annually. : 

States ara to be unged to reform 
their tenancy laws, which are>gen- 
erally regarded as less fair to the 
tenant than are the land iaws of 
Wngiand. 

“Under this pian the government 
would ‘buy: millions of acres and resell 
to farmers who are now tenants such 
parts of it as are suitable for farnm- 
ing. 

Speculation in farm land is to be 
discouraged or prevented, and land 
prices, mortgage interest and other 
credits regulated by law.
